Leave them with Dell Skully,

SATES ADVANCED.

On June 15 the tariff, agreed upon by
the various trans-Pacifi- c lines at a re-

cent conference at Vancouver, B. C., will

go into effect so far as it applied to gen-
eral freight. On wheat and flour the new
rate, showing an advance of SO cents a
ton, does not become operative until
July 1. On some items in tlie general
freight line the increase is 20 per cent.
On horse now carried to Hong Kong at
$76 a head, $90 will be charged on and
after June 15. The freight on canned
goods will be advanced from $0 to $8 a
ton, and hops from $0 to $7.
